London on Saturday, Feb. 8, to the effect that “in the 
direction of fostering an entente with Russia, Lord Salis- 
bury will assent to the acquisition by Russia of a harbor 
in Kiau-Chou Bay, which opens into the Yellow Sea 
from the east coast of the Shan-Tung Promontory, under 
the guise of leasing the place as a naval depot from 
China for twenty years. Mr. Balfour, the First Lord of 
the Treasury, in his speech at Bristol on Monday night 
last, surprised the country by inviting Russia to secure 
a port on the Pacific.” » 

The haste with which England rushed into an under- 
standing with France respecting the partition of Siam 
and now with Russia upon the acquisition of an ice-free 
port on the Pacific, a project which within a very few 
years has been denounced as hostile to English interests, 
ought to be significant to the United States of the solid- 
arity of interests among European nations. While Eng- 
land makes these efforts to win friends among her imme- 
diate neighbars, her attitude toward this country is sole- 
ly one of strengthening her island outposts off our coast. 
Perhaps this should be taken as a complimentary recog- 
nition of the fact that, in the present condition of bal- 
anced European armaments and in spite of the even 
tenor with which we pursue our moderate schemes for 
placing the country in a defensive position, we are, per- 
haps, the only great nation that could go to war without 
confronting the risk of absolute ruin by defeat. 

Russia’s acquisition of the Shan-Tung seaport must be 
looked upon as one of the most portentious of recent 
events. After spending a year in China Gen. James H. 
Wilson became convinced that Russia could not be con- 
fined to the port of Viladivostock, but would be forced to 
seek a naval refuge further south. We believe his con- 
clusion was that. the great Northern power could not be 
expected to stop short of Shanghai, the acquisition of 
which would imply the occupation of immense areas in 
the north of China, even to nearly the half of that great 
empire. Such an undertaking is not too great for Rus- 
sian enterprise, provided her European neighbors would 
allow her to proceed unmolested, but otherwise it could 
hardly be carried out. 

In getting a foothold in Kiau-Chou Bay Russia secures 
one of the best harbors on the Chinese coast. The bay 
is now about eight by ten miles in extent, having been 
largely silted up. The five-fathom line covers perhaps 
one-quarter of the bay, and this depth of water is found 
only immediately in front of the entrance, except on the 
eastern side, where there is a considerable prolongation 
running slong under the shelter of the mountainous Lanu- 
Shan Veninsula. The rest of the bay varies from one 
and a quarter to tive fathoms. All Chinese localities re- 
jvice in several names, and the Missionary Williamson 
says of this port: “One of the best harbors on the south 
of Shan-Tung, in Ching-Tau, or Ching-Tau-Kow, which 
lies on the extreme south of Lau-Shan Peninsula. It 
has a pretty good anchorage, and is much frequented by 
Chinese. Steamers could call here.” : 

Richthofen, the distinguished scientific traveler in 
China, was quick to see the importance of this port, 
which he places far above Chi-Fu (the present open port 
of Shan-Tung) in value. Chi-Fu, he says would become 
2 waste if Kiau-Chou Bay were to be occupied by for- 
éigners. ‘The reasons for this judgment are the superior 
excellence of the well-protected anchorage, the fact that 
Chi-Fu lies at the foot of a mountainous region reach- 
ing back ninety miles toward the level land which joins 
the Great Plain of China, while Kiau-Chou is on a spur 
of this level land, being at the mouth of a deep valley 
which cuts the mountains down almost to the sea level, 
and is so flat that small boats can make their way entire- 
ly across the peninsula by two streams and a short con- 
necting canal. The hills along this valley are so low 
that the road from Kiau-Chou village toward the Plain 
goes over them by preference, as the shorter way. Be- 
sides these advantages, a coal field of very fine quality 
lies within 100 miles west of the bay, and near it is one 
of the important localities of iron mining in China. Rich- 
thofen fixed upon this very bay as one of the most prom- 
ising points for beginning the railways of the great em- 
pire. He says: “A maritime point for beginning a sys- 
tem of railways in North China will become an urgent 
necessity in the course of time. There can be no doubt 
that Chung-Kiang-Fu, on the Yang-Tse, will be such a 
one. Besides that, another will be sought, which must 
lie as nt as possible to a good coal field and also of- 
fer a convenient communication with the northern parts 
of the Great Plain. Kiau-Chou alone answers these re- 
quirements.” A railroad can be built from Kiau-Chou 
incomparably more cheaply than from Chi-Fu. It would 
connect directly with magnificent coal fields, and be in 
position to reach Peking by a comparatively short line 
over the Plain. 

Of the bay itself Richthofen says: ‘’The wide, perfect- 
ly protected bay could receive ships without number, and 
its depth was formerly sufficient for the largest junks 
right up to the walls of the city (of Kiau-Chou). It is a 
fortunate circumstance that the largest and best sea- 
port of the whole northern half of the empire should be 
found just where it is especially fitted by its geograph- 
ical position to supply, not only Shan-Tung, but wide 
areas of the Great Plain with merchandise, and from 
which at the same time the commerce with Corea can 
take place, when that country is opened to traffic.” 

Richthofen identifies Kiau-Chou with Kantu, the most 
northerly port reached by the Arabs during their activity 
as voyagers in the ninth century, and he has many other 
interesting notes of the former importance of the harbor 
before it silted up. This silting is due to the deforesta- 
tion of the neighboring mountains, and consequent wash- 


ly extended by dredging and the silting almost radically 
cured. 

We have given evidence enough to show that Russia 
has secured one of the prizes of the Chinese coast. Con- 
sidered as a base for possible operations in future, it of- 
fers unrivaled advantages. On the Shan-Tung Peninsula 
is the birthplace of Confucius, the holy place of China. 
On its promontory is Wei-Hai-Wei, one of the sea port- 
als of Pekin. In esse and still more in posse Kiau-Chou 
Bay is the best port in north China and its position vis- 
A-vis to Corea is highly significant. Advices from Sang- 
ghai are to the effect that several Russian warships are 
already wintering in the Bay. 


In a letter addressed to Hon. John G. Carlisle, Dee. 1, 
1885, the late Samuel J. Tilden said: “In considering the 
state and management of the public revenues, the sub- 
ject involves the question whether we shall extinguish 
the surplus by reducing the revenue, or whether we 
shall apply the surplus to payments on the public debt, or 
whether we shall seize the occasion to provide for our 
seacoast defenses, which have been long neglected. I am 
of the opinion that the latter is a paramount necessity, 
which ought to precede the reduction of the revenue, and 
ought, also, to precede an excessive rapidity in the pay- 
ment of the public debt.” How mush _ wiser 
it would have been had we let the revenue 
alone and devoted the surplus as Mr. Tilden 
recommended. <As it is we have nothing to show for our 
financial tinkering but an increase of debt without in- 
crease of prosperity. The country is obviously poorer 
than it would have been had we followed the policy, 
always recommended in these columns, of wise expendi- 
ture in developing our national resources and protecting 
our national domain. Mr. Tilden estimated the proper- 
iy exposed to danger for want of proper coast defenses 
at $5,000,000,000. Said Mr.. Tilden in his wise and 
stutesman-like letter: “To this must be added a vast 
amount of property dependent for its use on these sea- 
ports. Nor does this statement afford a true measure 
of the damage which might be caused to the property 
and business of the country by a failure to protect these 
seaports from hostile naval attacks. They are the ceti- 
ters, not only of foreign commerce, but of the most of 
the internal trade and exchanges of domestic produc- 
tions. To this state of things the machinery of trans- 
portation of the whole country has become adapted. The 
interruption of the currents of traffie by the occupation 
of one or more of our principal seaports by a foreign 
enemy, or the destruction, for the purpose of exacting 
contribution or ransom, would inflict upon the property 
and business of the country an injury which can neither 
be foreseen nor measured.” 

“This state of things is discreditable to our foresight 
and to our prudence. The best guarantee against ag- 
gression, the best assurance that our diplomacy will be 
sucessful and pacific, and that our rights and honor will 
be respected by other nations, is in their knowledge that 
we are in a situation to vindicate our reputation and in- 
terests, While we may afford to be deficient in the means 
ot offense, we canno afford to be defenseless. The noto- 
riety of the fact that we have neglected the ordinary pre- 
cautions of defense invites want of consideration in our 
diplomacy, injustice, arrogance, and insult at the hands 
of foreign nations. The defensive works would consist 
entirely of steel and iron. These materials can now be 
had at an unprecedentedly low price. A vast supply of 
machinery and of labor called into existence by a great 
Vicissitude in the steel and iron industries offers itself 
tv our service. We should have the satisfaction of know- 
ing that while we were availing ourselves of the supplies 
which would ordinarily be unattainable we were setting 
in motion important industries and giving employment to 
labor in a period of depression. With encouragement by 
the guarantee of work, or, perhaps, by the Government 
itself furnishing the plant, the inventive genius of our 
people would be applied to the creation of new means and 
improved machinery, and establishments would spring 
into existence capable of supplying all the national wants, 
and rendering us completely independent of all other 
countries in respect to the means of national defense.” 

In the issue of the “Journal” of Feb. 1, we published 
the text of the substitute for the summary court martial 
recommended by the Judge Advocate General and the 
Assistant Secretary of War, which would, if agreed to 
Ly Congress, eliminate two of the main features of the 
said court as it now exists. First, the second in com- 
mand forming the court; second, the right of challenge 
by the accused. 

In regard to the first, the only thing to be said is that 
the senior officer not in command would naturally be the 
proper one in the eyes of officers and soldiers, except that 
it would give the commanding officer the power to replace 
any officer detailed as the court who did not impose in- 
variably the maximum punishment allowed by law by 
one who would do so. In regard to the second feature, 
it does away with the right of all privates, musicians, 
wagoners and artificers of challenging the court for 
prejudice, ete., i. e., the right of demanding trial by a 
court composed of more than one officer, whose record 
would be subject to the revision of the commanding offi- 
cer. Moreover, there are many cases referred for trial 
to the summary court, which that court itself advises the 
accused to carry before the garrison court. Not one word 
of censure or unfavorable criticism of the summary court 
have we ever heard; but many of praise and commenda- 
tion.

The trial of the 15-inch barbette plate, a member of 
the group for the battleship Iowa, is assigned to the lat- 
ter part of this week. Should the plate fail the trial will 
be considered only an experimental one. It is deficient 
in nickel and the company was unwilling to submit it for 
ballistic test. Should it pass the contract requirements 
for such plates, however, it is within the power of the 
government to accept the group to which it belongs, as 
was done in the case of the 7-inch plate, a member of a 
group for the Iowa’s 8-inch breech-loading turrets. The 
plate will be firea at with a 12-inch gun. A Carpenter 
projectile manufactured under the contract recently let 
by the Department will be fired at the plate. The sec- 
ond shot will probably be of the Wheeler-Sterling type. 
In case this group is accepted the Carnegie Company 
will complete its armor contracts with the government, 
only requiring to deliver under them four plates weigh- 
ing 16 tons for the 4-inch casemates of the Iowa, and 
two shutter plates for the side armor weighing 54 tons. 
The Bethlehem has a total of 450 tons of armor to de- 
liver to the government, this amount representing ten 
plates for the 12-inch turrets of the Iowa. This group 
is expected to be completed and turned over to the gov- 
efnment by spring. The Ordnance Department has re- 
ceived from the Bureau of Construction and Repair the 
plans for the armor plates for the Kearsarge and Ken- 
tucky so that no more delay will occur in the issuance 
of the armor advertisements for these vessels. 


Although the Navy Department is making up the de- 
tail of officers for the Terror, no decision has yet been 
reached as to who will be her commanding officer. The 
number of available officers for this vessel is small, as 
there will be several reliefs from important commands 
during the next few morths, and these vacancies will 
have to be filled. Capt. Purnell F. Harrington, who is 
now spoken of in connection with the command oy the 
Raleigh when Capt. Merrill Miller’s tour of duty expires 
in Aonril. is suggested as a possible commanding officer 
for the Terror as is Comdr. Francis A. Cook, who will 
be promoted to a Captaincy Feb. 28 by the retirement of 
Rear Adml. C. C. Carpenter. Comdr. Cook is practical- 
ly slated to command the Oregon, however, and his 
chances of getting the Terror are consequently small. 
Lieut. L. C. Heilner is now slated for duty as navigator 
of the Terror. The Navy Department has been informed 
that the pneumatic turret gear of the Terror is practical- 
ly completed and will order its test within the next few 
weeks. ‘his trial is being looked forward to with inter- 
est, as it will give the authorities a good opportunity of 
ascertaining the respective merits of air and hydraulics 
as motive power for revolving turrets. It is desired to 
have a thorough test of electrical turret turning gear on 
a modern man-of-war, but that is, of course, impossible 
at the present time, nor can one be had until the Brook- 
lyn is completed. Four of the turrets of this vessel are 
to be omens with an electrical turret turning gear. It 
is true that the monitor Montauk, which was fitted with 
an electrical turning gear, gave good results, but the au- 
thorities will not be satisfied until they witness its opera- 
tion on a modern man-of-war. 


It is said at the Navy Department that there was espe- 
cial cause for the hastening of work in connection with 
the cleaning of the Columbia at the New York Navy 
Yard. Before the Columbia was ordered to be cleaned, 
the Department issued orders directing the docking of 
the Essex at New York as quickly an poauitie, so that 
she could get away on her cruise. The Columbia reached 
New York in advance of the Essex and was placed in 
dock. In order to carry out the Department’s wishes 
the New York Navy Yard officials pushed the work on 
the Columbia with all speed, so as to make way for the 
Essex. Rear Adml. Bunce will return to Hampton 
Roads, where his fleet will be assembled. It is regarded 
as somewhat significant that all the commander-in-chiefs 
of squadrons of the United States throughout the world 
are so placing their vessels that they may be easily mo- 
bilized. Rear Adml. McNair’s Asiatic fleet is in close 
communication with its commander-in-chief; Rear Adml. 
Beardslee has the Pacific squadron well in hand; Rear 
Adml. Norton’s three vessels in South Atlantic waters 
are together; Rear Adml. Selfridge’s three ships are 
within a few days’ sail of each other, and Rear Adml. 
Bunce has the North Atlantic squadron mobilized. The 
authorities do not apprehend danger, but they believe in 
having everything in readiness should trouble occur. The 
fact that some of the vessels of the North Atlantic squad- 
ron are being cleaned and put in good condition is re- 
garded by some here as a desire on the part of the au- 
thorities to have them in good condition in case the Brit- 
ish flying squadron should be sent to Venezuela, and it is 
necessary to have an American fleet near the scene of its 
operations at the time of its arrival. 





When the subject of reducing the term of service from 
three years to two was first broached in the German 
Parliament a few years ago, von Moltke opposed it on 
the ground that a period of two years would prove in- 
sufficient for the formation of the character of the sol- 
dier. He admitted that the instruction of the Army 
might not suffer by a reduction of the term of service. 
but maintained that its morale, its military spirit, would 
suffer. On the 11th of last December von Schellendorf, 
the German Minister of War, having occasion to speak 
in Parliament on the experiment which the Germans, in 
spite of yon Moltke’s. warning, have been making in 
their infantry with a service term of two years, ex- 
pressed himself in part as follows: “The apparent re- 
sults. of instruction are satisfactory, the shooting is no 
worse. The evolutions, the manual of arms, the march- 
ing in. review, are executed with a precision quite as ir- 
reproachable as formerly. Unfortunately, it is not the 
ability that the men display in such exercises, import- 
ant as it is, that wins battles. at we want is men 
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trained to think and act for themselves and capable of 
using their arms to advantage under all the circum- 
stances of battle. One must Save soldiers who set an 
example to their younger comrades when the officers, be- 
ing disabled, come to fail them; who do not hesitate then 
to come from behind their shelter and take command; 
who, mortally wounded, will still have the energy to re- 
load their pieces and carry some adversary along with 
them into the warrior’s temple of fame. Can that be 
taught in two years, or in three? That is a question.” 


“La Premiére Armée de la Loire” is an exact and de- 
tailed reproduction of certain minor engagements of the 
French and German war which have never before been 
clearly and connectedly described. It is an excellent 
study of the tactics of small bodies of troops in actual 
combats, and, of course, highly instructive. The author 
is Maj. Xavier Euvra , formerly professor of military 
history at St. Cyr. The re of the book, an octavo, of 
268 pages, with maps and plans, is 6 francs. “L’Armée 
Allemande,” by Maj. Herrmann, of the French Army, 
is the most comprehensive, best arranged and most cor- 
rect work on the history and actual organization of the 
German Army. The sixth edition appeared on the Ist 
of January, 1896. Price 3 francs. “Service en Cam- 
pagne d’une Compagnie d'Infanterie,” by Lieut. Boschet, 
of the French Army, will prove a most edifying book to 
those who choose to study in it the science of military 
training and command within the province of a com 
or battalion officer. It gives illustrations of field Exer- 
cises actually executed under a great variety of ground 
and of tactical conditions. Price 4 francs. “Stratégie 
de Combat,” by Gen. Lewol, is, as one would expect, a 
valuable treatise on the handling of masses of troops in 
battle. The author attaches great importance to rapid- 
ity of deployment and to retaining the initiative thus ob- 
tained. e disapproves of grouping more than three or 
four batteries for action. ‘The German Cavalry Drill 
Regulations of 1895,” and the Russian, of 1884, are both 
translated into French and offered for sale—the former 
at 2 francs and the latter at 14% francs. The French 
drill regulations require that a cavalry horse be able to 
carry a trooper with ease and without being winded, 6 
miles at a trot or 3% at a gallop. “Le Revue d’Artil- 
lerri” for January contains a summary of an article by 
Maj. T. Mariani, of the Italian artillery, advocating 
curved fire, or mortars, for field artillery. 





In his work on “The American Jew as Patriot, Soldier 
and Citizen,” Hon. Simon Wolf gives the following 
census of Jewish soldiers who served in different wars 
of the United States: In continental armies, 46; in the 
war of 1812, 44; in the Mexican war, 58; in the United 
States Regular army, 96; in United States Navy, 78. 
In the civil war, staff officers in the Union army, 16; 
staff officers in the confederate army, 24; officers hh the 
Confederate Navy, 11; soldiers in Union and Confederate 
armies, 7,884, making a total of 8,257 Hebrews that have 
served in the armies in this country. He says: 
‘The Jewish cemeteries of every large city in the land 
contain the graves of brave men of Jewish birth who 
are not forgotten on Memorial day by their surviving 
comrades of Christian faith; and what these men rec- 
ognize the American people will not ignore. The armies 
of every country afford ample proof of Jewish patriotism 
and valor. Even in benighted and tyrannical Russia, 
where, to a large extent, they are soldiers by compulsion, 
60,000 or 60,000 of them, their officers have uniformly ad- 
mitted that in battle there were no braver men than the 
Jews. The late Franco-German war afforded instances 
of distinguished heroism on the part of Jewish officers 
and soldiers in both armies. he Italian army and 
the French army to-day contain a large contingent of 
Jewish officers and privates who are not only respected, 
but honored by their compatriots. In the Turkish army 
some of the leading officers are of Jewish faith. It-is 
necessary for all to remember that the Jews have no 
country of their own, therefore, in time of war they will 
be found on both sides. The Jewish staff officers in the 
Union army were Asst.

In. Morris Asch, on the staff of Maj. Gen. Philip 
Tf. Sheridan; Maj. Newman, Burchardt, N. Y.;

Max Cohnheim, on the staff of Gen. Sigel; Capt.

Jacob Frankel of Philadelphia, chaplain of United States 
hospitals; Capt. Edward Jonts, of Illinois, on stafé of 
Maj. Gen. Prentice; Maj..M. Lulley, Col. Isaac May, 
Sergt.

Prince Constantine Hohenlohe-Schillingsfuerst, brother 
of Prince Hohenlohe, Chancellor of the German Empire, 
Premier Grand Master of the Court of the NWmperor of 
Austria and a General of cavalry in the Austrian Army, 
died Feb. 14 at Vienna. 

The Rev. William R. Stockton, father of Comdr. Chas. 
H. Stockton, U. 8S. N., died Feb. 11 at Phoenixville, Pa. 

Mrs. Jennie Quimby, who died at Niles, Mich., Feb. 
5, from a fracture of the skull caused by slipping on the 
sidewalk, was the widow of Capt. H. Baxter Quimby, 
25th Inf., who died in 1883. She leaves three daughters 
and a son. ‘The remains were taken to her old home at 
Richmond, Ind., for interment. 

Mrs. Sarah J. Morley, wife of Chief Engr. Albert W. 
Morley, U. S. N., died at her home, 260 Kosciusko 
street, Brooklyn, on Feb, 13. 

The late Lieut. S. G. Creden, 25th Inf., who died at 
Fort Missoula Feb. 9, was buried with military honors 
from his father’s home in South Boston, Mass., on Feb. 
17. A detachment of artillery troops from Fort Warren, 
and Maj. C. A. Woodruff, commandant, and several 
other officers from that post attended. 

The late Gen. Joseph H. Eaton, Maj. U. 8S. A., re- 
tired, was an example to all public officials in his con 
scientious devotion to duty, even in the smallest detail. 
It is told of him that years ago, while engaged in the pay- 
ment of troops upon the frontier, he found it impossible 
to obtain from the banks any pennies to be used in dis- 
bursements. In order to give the soldiers in each case 
the exact number of cents due them he purchased several 
thousand one-cent postage stamps, which he used in his 
disbursements. He was a thoroughly loyal Churchman, 
and much of his time was given to work in the church 
and Sunday school, wherever he was stationed. Some 
of his most valued books in his library were those pre- 
sented ‘to him at Washington and elsewhere by his 
Sunday school scholars. He possessed artistic talent, 
minting in both oil and water colors. Portraiture was 
1as especial delight, and during the Mexican war he 
painted a number of portraits of officers of the Army 
who have since then had a_ national reputation. 
Among others was that of Gen. Zachary Taylor, whose 
personal aid-de-camp he was during the war. He re- 
signed from the Army in 1855, having accepted a flatter- 
ing offer for duty as a civil engineer, but at the out- 
break of the rebellion offered his services to the Gov- 
ernment for duty with troops. His health failed him, 
however, exposure in the field being too great a strain 
on his frail constitution, and he was compelled, to his 
great regret, to give up his plans, and accepted an offer 
from the Secretary of War for the position of Pay- 
master, He continued in the Pay Department until he 
was retired from active service on account of age in 
1881, while on duty at Portland, Ore., as Chief Pay- 
master, Department of the Columbia. Gen. Eaton had 
been a prominent member of the Loyal Legion, and the 
Oregon Commandery escorted the remains from his resi- 
dence to the church, and after the conclusion of the 
services there to the cemetery. There was a large at- 
tendance at the funeral of prominent citizens of Port- 
land. Gen. Otis and his staff and Col. Anderson, 14th 
Inf., and other officers from Vancouver Barracks were 
also present to testify their respect for the deceased. Six 
Sergeants had been detailed by Gen. Otis as body bear- 
ers, and with a bugler were in attendance, the honorary 
pall bearers being Maj. Coxe, Chief Paymr, Department 
Columbia; wi Jackson, 2d Cav.; Maj.

not a source of trouble or danger, ought to be left where 
they are. The consciousness of having an extra bit of 
lead, for instance, in one’s body, especially when it 
causes no inconvenience, does not in the least counterbal- 
ance the danger of the operation necessary for its re- 
moval, especially is this the case in war.” 


which it has heretofore been associated. There should 
be a law which will provide for the appointment of a 
minister from civil life; to act as chaplain for a period 
of four years, and that the appointment may be re- 
newed for a second period of four years if the minister 
proved to be acceptable to the authorities. Army chap- 
iains should not be available for such appointments, as 
unfortunately they are not usually as weil titted for such 
a position as ministers in civil life. ‘he position of chap- 
lain at West Point should never be filled by self-seekers 
nor place hunters; it is a position that requires a man 
with talents in many directions. No one should be 
chosen for it who is simply a good preacher or possessed 
eof pleasant social qualities. A minister may possess 
these and be worthiess as a chaplain. A chapilain’s real 
work requires a sympathetic nature, and one which will 
enable him to place himself on the same plane, as each 
member of his flock, and enter into his life. At the 
same time he should have strong religious convictions, 
which his mere presence will impress on any intelligent 
person. So far as a mere sermon is concerned, an ofti- 
cer can be detailed to read the published sermon of some 
noted divine, and will often do it more impressively than 
a chaplain preaches his sermons. We hope a good man 
may be appointed to the vacant chaplaincy. Z

Col. Randall is also a member of the board to select 
a site for the post at Bismarck, of which Gen. Merritt is 
president, and after his return to Fort Russell will go 
to Bismarck for that purpose.

The amendment 
offered by Senator Vilas increasing the number of cauets 
py 90 and providing that any cadet remaining unas- 
signed at the expiration of one year from graduation 
should be honorably discharged from the service led to a 
jebate Which ran over into Tuesday. The amendment 
was amended so as to provide that the President might, 
in his discretion, appoint enlisted men to be 2d Lieuten- 
guts notwithstanding that graduates of the academy 
wight remain unassigned. ‘he amendment as amended 
was finally rejected by a vote of 24 to 27. The debate 
was noteworthy in that Senator Gorman took occasion 
tw put himself on record in opposition to any increase to 
sither the commissioned or the enlisted strength of the 
Army. He said that reliance should be placed on vol- 
ynteers to man the fortifications and the ships of the 
Navy in the event of war.

Notwith- 
standing the inducements a career in the Navy offers, 
there are few applicants for appointment in the Medical 
Corps, and many of the vacancies now existing were cre- 
ated as much as a year ago.

The House of Representatives passed the Army Ap- 
propriation bill on Wednesday. There was very little 
debate, but most of the provisions which had been incor- 
pogated in the bill by the committee which changed ex- 
isting laws were stricken out on points of order. The 
inost important of these was the provision that hereafter 
all appointments to the pay department of the Army 
should be made by selection from the line of the Army. 
This was objected to by Mr. Bartholdt, of Missouri. An- 
other important provision which was stricken out on a 
point of order was that allowing advances of mileage to 
be made for all distances over 2,000 miles. The pro- 
vision for commutation of quarters to officers on duty at 
stations where the public quarters are not adequate was 
stricken out on a point of order made by Mr. Connolly, 
of Illinois, who said that in his opinion it was not only 
new legislation but vicious legislation. No change was 
made affecting the amount of money appropriated by 
the bill, and it carries a total of $23,275,902.73, an in- 
crease of $166,294.64 over last year.

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HOW TO SECURE ARMY INCREASE. 

It may be expedient to call the attention of officers of 
the Army to the fact that the only beneficial legislation 
obtained from Congress on the behalf of the Army for 
many years has been the repeal of the act limiting the 
term of enlistments in the Army. We think we can say 
without contradiction that the repeal of this act was 
chiefly due to the fact that the “Army and Navy Jour- 
nal” succeeded in making it entirely clear to the appre- 
hension of Congress and the War Department that the 
Army was a unit in favor of the repeal of this measure of 
limitation, which deprived the Army of its important 
element of old soldiers. It will be remembered that we 
sent out circulars all over the service, asking that officers 
aud men join in a petition for the repeal of the law. 
iflicers objected on general principles, and not with- 
out reason, to signing such a petition, but the petitions 
were returned to us with such a formidable array of sig- 
es that we were able to establish the fact that 

was practically no difference of opinion in the 

upon this particular subject. We received many 
uds of signatures in favor of the repeal of the 
ud not one single protest against it. 

We are entirely confident that if we could obtain an 
equal unanimity of opinion in favor of any reasonable 
bill for the inerease of the Army, we could secure its 
It is this confidence that has influenced our ac- 
. reference to Army legislation during the present 
We are able to form some judgment as to what 
itself best for the Army, but we confess our in- 

to understand precisely how a given measure is 
soing to affect the fortunes or the sensibilities of some 
jirticnlar officer, and we have found, somewhat to our 
surprise, that measures which seemed to us to be wise 
on the whole did not meet with universal favor, because 
failed to take sufficient account of the individual 
«uation. Whether it would be possible to frame any 
hill that would seeure the united and cordial support of 

ll the Army, we are unable to say. 

We are glad to learn that an effort is being made to 
nite artillery officers in support of Secretary Lamont’s 
Army reorganization bill. It is the line of the policy we 
have advocated. There should be no division of counsel 
it the Army, and if a bill prepared by the Secretary of 
War, and approved by the Major General commanding, 
tannot secure favor from Congress, no other bill can. 
Vnity of action is especially important now, in view of 
the fact that Congress is much less disposed to favor 
\rmy inerease than it was at the beginning of the ses- 
sion, when the air was full of the rumors of war. The 
vernge Congressman, and the average American citizen, 
not be made to believe in the possibility of war, until 
le actually feels the clutch of the invader on his throat 
ow hears the tread of the marching hosts shaking the 
lid earth. The ignorance of Army matters in and out 
f Congress is a factor that must never be overlooked. 

We remember once listening to abuse of the Army by 
the ablest, most intelligent and well-informed 
embers of Congress, who based his argument against 
the service on assumptions, which we proved to be false, 
ly a reference to the Army Register. Though he had 
the grace to admit his error, it did not appear to lessen 
his prejudice against the Army. Such prejudice has its 
fulndation largely in antagonistic habits of mind and 
iethods of reasoning. When it is reinforced by the 
iejucices of Army officers concerning each other, or the 
‘tguments they are too fond of presenting in favor of 
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their particular arm, and to the disadvantage of every 
other

Surely our officers ought to be able to unite upon the 


proposition that our Army is ridiculously disproportionate 
in all departments to the needs of such a country as this, 
which is not only self-assertive and self-conscious, but is 
disposed at times to be offensively belligerent, as re- 
cent history has shown. It is as certain as anything can 
be in the future that the need of a large military estab- 
lishment for this country will some day be recognized. 
A dim consciousness of the fact has already dawned up- 
on the country, and if the Army will unite their efforts 
in support of the Secretary of War and the Major Gen- 
eral commanding, we may be able to secure at least as 
much as they ask for. Let more, if more is needed, wait 
upon occasion. 

To secure an increase of the artillery and a three-bat- 
talion organization for the infantry, and to gain an in- 
crease of 5,000 men is to turn the tide of Army move- 
ment in the right direction. The instinct of self-interests, 
not less than the requirement of discipline and proper 
respect for authority, unite to demand of every officer a 
cordial support for the Lamont bill. It will be difficult 
enough to secure its passage with united effort, and 
division may destroy the chance in its favor. 

The argument for a reorganization of the artillery is 
reinforced by the demands for a more just distribution of 
the favors of promotion. However it may be accounted 
for, it is the fact that promotion in the lower grades of 
the artillery is exceptionally slow. It is better in the 
higher, as will be seen by a reference to the Army Reg- 
ister. Taking only graduates of the Military Academy, 
and numbering in the order of their graduation, exclud- 
ing officers of the staff, we find that numbers 1, 2, 3, 8 
are colonels of artillery; numbers 4, 10, 11 colonels of 
eavalry, and 7, 13, 14, 15, 20, 21 are colonels of infantry. 


Among lieutenant colonels we find numbers 6, 9, 
12, 16 in the artillery, and 18, 22, 32 in the 
cavalry, and among majors numbers 5, 17, 19, 
23, 25 are in the artillery, and numbers 27, 34 
and 39 in the infantry. Of the others below 


thirty-nine, numbers .4, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 36, 37 
and 38 are artillery captains. Number 33 is a cavalry cap- 
tain, and number 35 an artillery captain. Numbers 40 to 
43 inclusive, 46 to 53 inclusive, 56, 57 and 61 are cap- 
tains of artillery, 44 and 45 are captains of infantry,

54 and 55 are Ist lieutenants of artillery. The oldest cap- 
tain of cavalry in a graduate of 1867 and the youngest 
graduated in 1881. The senior captain of artillery gradu- 
ated in 1862 and the junior in 1868. The senior infantry 
captain is a graduate of 1865 and the junior a graduate 
of 1879. The artillery has six Ist lieutenants who date 
back to 1867, the cavalry none of earlier date than 1877, 
and the infantry none earlier than 1874. There are 19 
artillery 1st lieutenants of dates from 1869 to 1872 in- 
clusive, and no Ist lieutenants of cavalry or infantry. 
Of the dates from 1873 to 1876 inclusive there are 23 
artillery Ist lieutenants, 2 cavalry and 8 infantry Ist 
lieutenants.

An officer of artillery who differs with us in opinion as 
to what the best interests of the artillery require, sends 
us a letter complaining of our statements of opinion, in 
which he says: 

“You can stop my paper. That is in itself a small 
item, but I think you will find it a large one in the end. 
I find myself very intimately connected with Gen Dal- 
ton in this State (Mass.), have engagements to meet a 
large number of officers therein, and shall use whatever 
influence I possess to suppress your paper.” The letter 
from which we quote here is the best possible il- 
lustration of the spirit which makes it so difficult to 
persuade Congress that the Army is really a body of 
public servants entitled to consideration from them on 
public grounds. Fortunately the officers who are thus 
dominated by prejudice and passion are few, and we re- 
call no letter equally offensive in character which has 
come to this office since the first number of the “Jour- 
nal” was issued.

Additional tests of the smokeless powder for the 13- 
inch guns, manufactured at the Newport Powder Manu- 
factory, have demonstrated the high merit of this explo- 
sive. A report of the tests of this powder has just been 
received from Lieut. Mason, in charge of the Indian 
Head l’roving Ground, where the firings occurred. It 
shows that the highest mean velocity obtained was 2,287 
feet per second, with 14.8 tons pressure, the charge con- 
sisting of 325 pounds of the powder. With 315 pounds, a 
velocity of 2,271 feet per second, and 14.8 tons pressure, 
and again a velocity of 2,224 feet per second and 12.4 
tons pressure were secured. With a charge of 300 
pounds, a velocity of 2,189 feet per second and 12.8 tons 
pressure resulted from the firing. With 201 pounds, a 
velocity of 1,558 feet per second and a pressure of 5.8 
were obtained. Lieut. Mason’s report is interesting, re- 
ferring as it does to the character and freedom from dan- 
ger in the use of the explosive and the results following 
its discharge. He says: “This powder consists of strips 
24 inches long, 1.75 inches wide and \& of an inch thick. 
One stick burns when ignited in the open air at the up- 
per end, stick held vertically in 74 seconds. In all the 
rounds, the discharge was nearly stnokeless, a certain 
amount of bluish smoke with quite a little steam appear- 
ing on discharge, but disappearing very rapidly, so rap- 
idly that a rapid-fire gun directly in the rear of the 13- 
inch gun used, would have had a clear line of sight in 
five or six seconds. There-was a brilliant flame from the

muzzle at each discharge, ranging in length from 50 to 
100 feet. The heat from the blast was very apparent at 
a distance of from 75 to 100 feet to the left and rear of 
the gun. The bore at the muzzle was perfectly clean to 
the touch after the discharge, but of a dark bluish-black 
color.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


As a result of the recent grounding of the cruiser Ra- 
leigh in the harbor of Key West, $2,500 will have to be 
spent upon ier to put her in good condition. The report 
of the boara which surveyed the vessel in a Norfolk dry 
dock has just reached the Navy Department. It fully 
bears out the exclusive announcement made in the “Jour- 
nal” some days ago as to the extent of the Raleigh’s in- 
juries, the reports then published giving information ob- 
tained from an examination of the interior hull of the 
ship. The report of the Board of Survey shows that 
several frames of the vessel were bent. These will have 
to be straightened. In addition two of the plates were 
so badly dented as to necessitate their removal and re- 
placing by others. A number of other plates will have 
to be removed and rolled. Aside from these repairs the 
vessel is all right. It is estimated that she will be ready 
for sea in the course of a couple of weeks. The cruise of 
the Raleigh and the Montgomery after the Hawkms 
was, a very expensive one for the government. The 
Montgomery during a gale lost her steam cutter. The 
Department has just ordered that she be supplied with 
another. The cost of such a cutter is $1,500. Outside of 
the usual expenses, therefore, the cruise of the two ves- 
sels named in search of a filibustering expedition against 
Spain cost the government $4,000, 

The daily papers report that seven sailors from the 
U. S. S. New York, lying off Staten Island, got into a 
fight on the wharf at Tompkinsville and knives were 
drawn and half a dozen shots were fired from revolvers. 
The row was supposed to have been the result of a quar- 
rel over some woman. Naval Cadet Jos. C. Breckinridge, 
Jr., who was returning to the ship from New York, 
heard the shots, and, running quickly to the scene, suc- 
ceeded in stopping the fight and in placing five of the 
men under arrest. The other two got away. The five 
who were caught were sent aboard the ship and put in 
irons, 

In the graduation year 150 is the demerit line for a 
cadet at the Naval Academy. Cadet William S. Du- 
bore, of Georgia, now of the second class, went through 
his whole first year without one demerit. Naval Cadet 
James J. Raley, of Michigan, now at sea, has performed 
the same feat, and was known at the academy as a “‘con- 
duct fiend.” The great majority of hopelessly deficient 
cadets at the semi-annual examination in January are 
uwaiting the time to send in their resignations, which 
will be promptly accepted. 

We are in receipt of a circular appeal for aid in en- 
dowing a Seaman’s Home in Nagasaki, Japan, for the 
use of the naval seamen that patronize this home. It is 
addressed by Henry Evington, Bishop in Kinshin, presi- 
dent board of directors, to the officers and seamen of the 
British and American fleets. It says: “It is to the honor 
of the little band of earnest men on the U. 8S. S. Charles- 
ton that this matter has been at last definitely taken in 
hand. They collected among themselves $600, and guar- 
anteed $30 per month for one year towards the salary of 
a foreign manager. The officers and others raised the 
subscription from the Charleston to $1,028. A home 
has been secured and is being put in order, to be called 
‘The Christian Endeavor Home for Seamen,’ the whole 
being under the care of a board of directors composed 
of English and Americans. So far $2,800 have been sub- 
scribed toward the $3,500 necessary for purchase and 
fitting.”” Money is received from officers and men of the 
United States Navy by Miss Antoinette P. Jones, Fal- 
mouth, Mass. 

A change has been decided upon by the Navy Depart- 
ment with reference to the office of Chief of the Office of 
the present Chief. He has been on duty since’ the 
summer of 1898. He was ordered to duty on the Ben- 
nington some months ago about the time Capt. A. V 
Mahan was relieved from the command of the Chicago 
and was en route to his ship when recalled by the Secre- 
tary, Capt. Mahan having deelined to become Lieut. 
(omdr. Singer’s successor. Since then Lieut. Comdr. 
Singer has remained at the Department. It has been 
decided to send him to sea and he is slated for duty as 
executive officer of the monitor Terror when that ves- 
sel is put in commission early in the summer months. 
Considerable speculation is being indulged in by those 
officers at the Department who are aware of the inten- 
tion of the Department to detach Lieut. Comdr. Singer 
as to the officer who will be the next chief of the Naval 
Intelligence Office. It is well known that Secretary Her- 
bert is anxious to place a man as Chief of this bureau 
who is thoroughly familiar with all branches of the naval 


service, and the officer upon whom his first choice falls 
is Capt. Mahan. There are good reasons for believing 
that the Secretary will make an effort to induce Capt. 
Mahan to accept the post of Chief Naval Intelligence 
Officer. He is now on special duty in connection with 
the Naval War College, preparing essays for next sea- 
son’s course. In case Capt. Mahan is not ordered to this 
duty the impression exists at the Department that Lieut. 
William W. Kimball, now on duty as principal assistant 
to Lieut. Comdr. Singer, stands an excellent chance of 
securing the billet. Lieut. Kimball is regarded as a 
highly efficient officer and particularly well fitted for the 
—— assignment which Lieut. Comdr. Singer now 
olds. 

Secretary Herbert will neither deny nor confirm the re- 
port that the North Atlantic squadron is to go to the 
Giulf of Florida for maneuvering purposes. Notwith- 
standing his silence, the impression exists at the Navy 
Department that there is something in the report. All of 
the vessels of the squadron have taken coal on board at 
Newport News with the exception of the Raleigh, which 
is laid up for repairs at the Norfolk Navy Yard. It has 
also been rumored that the New York was to go to Bu- 
rope to be the flagship of that station. ‘This is denied 
aut the Navy Department. 

At the New York Navy Yard work on the new dry 
dock is being pushed satisfactorily. Lieut. L. C. Lucas, 
U. S. M. C., who was recently on the Marion, reported 
for duty on Feb. 13. The Cincinnati, which has been in 
the hands of the construction department undergoing 
some minor changes, is about ready to leave for Hamp- 
ton Roads. Lieut. R. H. Galt, from the Maine, report- 
ed for duty on the Essex Feb. 18. It is hoped to have 
the monitor Terror ready for commission during the first 
week in March. ‘The cruiser Columbia, which was 
docked to have her bottom cleaned on Feb. 13, left the 
yard Feb. 16 for Hampton Roads. The bottom was 
found to be in fairly good condition. The ram Katah- 
din has been given her final coat of paint. 

The Navy Department will issue a general order in a 
few days providing that reduction in files shall be sub- 
stituted for suspension from duty in the case of naval 
officers found guilty of offenses requiring this punish- 
ment. Promotion, although proverbially slow in the 
Navy, is from natural causes, and, by reason of casual- 
ties, more rapid at certain times than at others, and an 
officer suspended from duty by sentence of court martial 
may suffer a very slight punishment in consequence of 
the fact that but few vacancies occur during his term of 
suspension, while another officer sentenced to suspension 
under the same circumstances, but at a time when a 
large number of vacancies may occur, may lose many 
numbers. The general order is issued to correct this evil.

During the last two weeks several in . 
periments haye been undertaken in the electric tubons 
tory of the Artillery School by 1st Lieut, 0, 
Squier, 3d Art., instructor in the department of electric- 
ity and mines, assisted by 2d Lieut. W. ©. Davis, 5th 
Art., a member of the present class of student officers. 
The experiments were for the purpose of ascertaining, 
for military purposes, to what extent shadowgraphs 
with the new X-rays could be utilized. The laboratory 
of the schools contains a fine Holtz machine, induction 
coils and several good vacuum tubes, and the first ex- 
periments were made to determine, if possible, the true 
nature of these rays. Besides the use of Crookes’ tubes 
in the ordinary way in piercing different materials, as 
flesh, cardboard, etc., the Bunsen flame, electric, are 
and ordinary lamp light have shown evidence of pene- 
trating cardboard and hard rubber after a three-hour ex- 
posure. In another experiment a large vacuum tube was 
made by exhausting the air from a large bell-jar fitted 
with electrodes and the sensitive plate placed entirely 
within the tube and exposed directly to the rays. By 
this means the outline and interior lead cover of a Kriig- 
Jorgensen small arms bullet was distinctly shown 
through the nickel steel jacket of the bullet. Experi- 
ments will be continued, as time permits, with a view, as 
stated above, to seeing to what military purposes the 
new discovery can be applied. These experiments were 
undertaken, or commenced, almost as soon as the dis- 
covery of Professor Roentgen’s was telegraphed from 
Europe.

Gen. Miles, in a statement to the Senate Committee 
on Coast Defenses, made a strong argument in favor ot 
an immediate addition to the army of sixty officers and 
4,000 enlisted men. Gen. Miles says that the artillery 
requires more attention than any other branch of the 
Army, and should be strengthened for the care and op- 
eration of the proposed new fortifications and coast ae- 
fenses. He urges the speedy adoption of the three bat- 
talion system to enable the use of modern tactics. ‘Ine 
artillery is a branch of the service, Gen. Miles says, 
that requires years of study and practice to insure e1- 
ficiency. As the government has now, at great expense, 
established mortar batteries and high-power guns at For: 
Hancock, New York Harbor, it is necessary that bar- 
racks be erected there for a suitable garrison, protect- 
ing and manning the batteries now in position at that 
point. In addition to the artillery school at Fort Mon- 
roe, Gen. Miles urges that details be made from all the 
artillery regiments, especially from among the subalteru 
officers, to be stationed at Fort Hancock, or the adju- 
cent forts—Hamilton, Wadsworth and Governors Isl- 
and—where they can go down every day to Fort Han- 
cock and witness the testing of the high-power guns and 
mortars. ‘They will, in this way, he says, have more 
practical experience with modern guns and see more ac- 
tual practice in sixty days than they could possibly see 
at all the other military stations in the country in many 
years.

GEORGIA. 

The Advisory Board appointed by G. O., No. 1, A. G. 
©., Jan. 14, 1896, was convened at the capitol in At- 
lanta on the 11th inst., by S. O., No. 8, A. G. O., Jan. 31, 
and adjourned at 7:15 P. M., the same day. The entire 
board was present. Col. John McIntosh Kell, A. G., 
president ex-officio, called the board to order, and stat- 
ing that the delicate condition of his health would not 
permit him to preside, called the senior, Col. W. W. Gor- 
don, Ist Regt. Cav., of Savannah, to the chair. Maj. W. 
J. Kendrick, 5th Inf., was elected secretary. Among the 
recommendations made are the following: The admission 
of three new companies of infantry, one at Augusta, to 
be attached to the 6th Inf.; one at Columbus, to be at- 
tached to the 2d Inf., and one at Atlanta, to be attached 
to the 5th Inf., and the admission of a division of the 
Naval Reserve at Savannah. The disbandment of Com- 
pny I, 3d Inf., at Dalton, Company H, 2d Inf., at Mil- 
ledgeville, and seven of the negro companies; nine more 
of the negro companies are placed on probation to be in- 
snected as soon as possible to determine further the ad- 
visability of disbanding them. That the camp be as 
usual divided into two tours of seven days each, from 
Jnne 4 to 17 inclusive. The organizations to go to camp 
this year are the 2d, 4th and 5th Regts., and Ist Battn. 
Inf., and the Ist Battn. Cav., the Cavalry to go in 
mounted, The distribution of the troops for the two 
tours is left to the Adjutant General.
